The owters’ of 22,000 , boats. would surely 
submit to a small taxation uf £1 per boat per 
annum to secure better information than they 
have now, and somé attempt at buoying, 
marking, aud beaconing Channels. 3 

The Awericabs have fully recognised the 
necessity ‘of dealing with obstructions aud 
floods. The Mississippi is virtually a canal 
from St. Louis to New Orleans, ‘The banks 
are-pitched at a very low angle by what are 
locaily ‘called “levees.” They not only meet 
thé case of floods, but they muiitain the river 
in one channel, with navigable depths and with 
regulated currents. ‘I'he outlets of the river to 
the sea have been opened by dredging. : 

‘The works Which appear to me to be required 
to improve’the navigation of the Nile are :— 

1. he ‘removal of obstructive banks aud 
shoals, It bas been found in the Severn that 
the removal of shuuls (submerged bauks) and 
thedeepening of the bed of the river by dredging, 
lias led to a marked increase in the flood 
discharging power ot the river. ‘The navigation 
has also been greatly improved. 

2. Lhe river banks in certain places. where 
they are subjegt to erosion want to be well 
pitched topreveut this erosion; and to maintain 
the proper direction of the current. An admir- 
able system of pitching is to be seen near the 
landing stage at Assiout. =~ 
* 3. Quays want to be builtat all towns: where 
commerce is active, goods are «landed, ‘and 
passengers euibark and disembark. 

4. Shaduufs and sakias require to” be abol- 
ished, expecially the former. 

5. ‘Training walls are needed to direct cur- 
rents in usefal directions. ‘The following con- 
clusion was adopted by the 7th International 
Congress of Navigation at Washington in 
1898 :— , 

“The increase of depth effected by dredging, 
combined with the rectification of the banks, 
may under certain circumstances in the condi- 
tion-ot the régime ofa river, furnish’a satis- 
factory ‘solution, as shown by the results 
obtained upon the Severn in England.”
